CHICAGO, Oct 24.—Treacherous sewei 


gas claimed the lives of three men in the 
town of Lake yesterday. 
Edward McCar- 


thy, Peter Mooney and Steuhen Brenuock 
are dtad from its effects, and John Smith 
and Patrick Mclnerney seriously ill. JBren- 
nock was the foreman of a gang of men in 
the employ of tlie Union Henrtering Com- 
pany, who had been engaged in skimming 
the grease from the filthy water that 
flows through the Stock-Yards sewer. The 
sswer crosses the stock yards in a southerly 
direction arid empties Into tho stagnant 
south branch, and is the receptacle of the 
offal and filth of the packing-house district. 
Brenock was notified yesterday that the 
flow of the sluggish current was stopped, 
and was directed to remove the obstruc- 
tions. 
After an investigation the ob- 


stacle 
was 
located 
in 
the 
northern 


division of the yards, near tlie outlet of 
an 
eighteeu-inch drain-pipe, connecting 


the sewer with Armour * Co.'s pack- 
ing house. 
The cover of a manhole was 


lifted and a ladder lowered into (lie thick, 
slimy cool below. The sewer is rive feet 
in diameter and its bottom at this point is 
about ten feet below the surface of the 
ground. 
McCarthy and Mooney entered 


the sewer and after remaining a short time 
were compelled to come out for a breathing 
time.

a short period McCarthy 


and Mooney 
descended the ladder a 


second 
time 
to 
continue their work. 


A few steps 
from 
tlie foot of 
the 


ladder McCarthy, who was slightly in 
advance of his fellow-workman, encount- 
ered the flow of the deadly uas, and pitched 
forward ou his face into the reeking cess- 
pool. At the same instant the fatal biiist 
struck Mooney, wiio turned ^sto make his 
escape. 
He seized the rotten rung of the 


crazy ladder. It broke beneath his weight 
and he fell back against McCarthy's body.
